The new generator, powered by 
a 196 hp. motor, has a primary 
voltage of 2,300 A. C.. This volt- 
age is stepped-down by trans- 
formers to 220 and 120 A. C. 
Daytime power for the college is 
now supplied by a direct _curreut
